Hillman recently proposed se- 
cretly to both the CIO and AFL 


with extensive powers to intervene 
in strikes. CIO disapproval has 80 
far held up the execution of this 
plan.

War; Wages to Stay ‘Frozen’ Pending Findings 
of Hillman-Controlled 12-Man Board

ordered all navy yards and shipbuilding firms to “freeze” 
wages and hold off consideration of @— : 


any demands for increases. 


The order issued in a letter, was 
obviously aimed at the repid move- 
ment gaining momentum among 
the shipyard workers for higher 
wages, with several strikes now in 
progress. 

The order granted exemption 
only in the case of a number of 
yards where negotiations for con- 
tracts are now in progress. This 
provision appeased the AFL union 
Officials at Washington and the 
Hillmanite heads of the Industrial 
Union of Marine & Shipbuilding 
Worker’, C10. 


The wages and working condi- 
tions at shipyards are to stay 
“frozen” pending action by the in- 
dustry’s “stabilization committee” 
which begins meetings at Washing- 
ton tomorrow. 

The “stabilization committee” of 
12 members was named by Sidney 
Hillman recently “to explore ways 
and means to stabilize the employ- 
ment in the shipyards.” 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


The members on that committee 
representing unions are John 
Green, president, and Phillip Van 
Gelder, secretary-treasurer of the 
Industrial Union of Marine & 
Shipbuilding Workers, both avowed 
Hillman followers and fully in gc- 
cord with the policy of “sacrifice” 
for “all-aid to Britain.” Also John 
P. Frey, head of the AFL metal 
trades Department and Harvey 
Brown, President of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
AFL. 


_ Four members represent the em- 
ployers and four “public” represen- 
tatives consist of such notorious 
anti-labor reactionaries as Land. 
Morris L. Cooke, an aide of Hill- 
man was named chairman. 

One of the principal objects of 
this Hillman set-up is to prevent 
strikes. Already there is agreement 
on a plan that would tie shipyard 
workers to the yards that employ 
them, preventing them from shift- 
ing to others where they may be 
able to obtain more favorable wages 
of conditions. 

The telegram to shipbuilders con- 
taining the Land-Knox order, notes 
that the Navy has an “interest” in 
the yards because of its $9,000,000 
in orders placed with them.

CHICAGO, II., Feb. 20.—Another giant plant of the In- 
ternational Harvester Corporation—the McCormick Works 
was on the verge of a shutdown here tonight after the CIO 
union gave the corporation its final notice. . 

The CIO Farm Equipment Workers in the huge plant 


voted “strike” by an overwhelming 
majority in a three-day poll which 
ended last night. 


“We're ready to present 
necessary proof that we have a 
majority in the plant, and we're fed 


A huge citywide labor demon- 
stration of support for the Harves- 
ter strike is scheduled to take place 
at the tractor works plant, 2600 W. 
Mst Boulevard at 2 P. M. Saturday 
(Feb. 22). CIO Regional Director 
Ernest Pugh has invited the entire 
labor movement of Chicago and its 
friends to participate in the rally. 
A full-page ad in the Chicago 
papers today carried the union's 
answer to the attack on the strikers 
which was published by the com- 
pany yesterday. 

OLD TACTIC 


The union's statement declared 
that: “The real purpose of the 
company’s advertisement is, of 
course, to try to whip up the neces- 
sary hysteria prior to a strike- 
breaking move.” 

“This is a well-worn tactic in 
Chicago. It will not work this time. 
There will be no more Haymarkets. 
No more Memorial Day massacres.” 
The statement lashed the speed- 
up in the plant and gave this ex- 
ample: “In 1938, the assembly line 
at the plant began assembiy of a 
new model tractor at the rate of 
65 per day. When the strike was 
called the assembly line was run- 
ning 185 tractors per day. An in- 
crease of 120 tractors in two years 
prior to the strike. The company 
had just demanded the production 
of 15 more tractors daily.” 

The McCormick Leal today 
wired Sydney McAllister, president 
of the Harvester Corporation, giv- 
ing him his last chance to “avert 
this strike by meeting with us and 
negotiating our demands.

As a result of a National Labor 
Relations Board's ruling last Friday, 
the Socony Vacuum Oj] Co. has 
been able to deny bona-fide repre-

its tankers, the National Maritime 
Union said yesterday. 

Jack Lawrenson, NMU national 
organizer in charge of tanker or- 
ganization said that less than two- 
thirds of the Socony Vacuum sea- 
men had heen permitted to partici- 
pate in a labor board “run-off” 
election held this winter. 

Out of more than 1,100 tanker 
men employed by the company 
759 were permitted to vote in the 
run-off. Of these 447 voted for the 
company union. 

According te the labor board rul- 
ing, however, these 447 votes are 
sufficient io deny the crews col- 
lective bargaining by the National 
Maritime Union, to which the 
majority belong. 

EARLIER VOTE 

In a previous labor board elec- 
tion held last spring neither the 
NMU nor the company union re- 
ceived a clear majority of the votes 
cast. Following the counting of bal- 
jots a run-off election was ordered 
by the board. ; 

Between this time and the hold- 
ing of the run-off election Lawren- 
son said, the company followed «a 
policy of weeding out NMU voters 
and leaving company union men on 
the ships. ‘ 

The union protested to the labor 
board that this was out-and-out 
discrimination against union men. 
It pointed out also that, as a result 
of this policy, large numbers of 
Socony Vacuum seamen, men who 
had replaced the discharged NMU 
members, were being denied the 
right to vote for a collective dar- 
gaining representative. 

In a decision handed down last 
Friday, the board headed by Dr. 
Harry A. Millis upheld the company 
and denied an NMU plea to permit 
all the employes to vote.

4. Drivers undergo scientific tests 
for intoxication. 3 

5. All drivers stop their cars at 
certain dangerous railroad crossings.

Poll Tax Justice 
In New York 


» Two instances of exceptional brutality 
against Negro Americans, as reported in 
yesterday’s Daily Worker, indicate that the 
war hysteria is intensifying lynch justice 
against the Negro people. 


In Atlanta, Georgia, a 16-year-old Negro - 


boy, Quintar South, was tortured with a hot 
iron in order to force him to confess to a 
burglary he didn’t commit. In Brooklyn, 
New York, Lindsey Weaver, was wantonly 
slugged and shot three times by policemen 
who had them in their custody on a frame- 
up theft charge. 

The very fact that one of these crimes 
took place in New York—considered the 
most progressive state in the Union—shows 
that the unity which President Roosevelt is 
trying to set up in the country is a unity 
based on the policies of the poll tax dictator- 


ships in the deep South. 
It is already notorious that the hypo- 
critical’ defense“ program is inereasing 


discrimination against Negroes in the armed 
forces and in the defense“ industries. But 
these two cases show that it is ifttensifying 
the lynch justice which Negroes have always 
been victims of in capitalist civilian life. 

The actions, led by the National Negro 
Congress in Brooklyn, and by progressive 
forces in Atlanta, should be energetically 
supported by all tai minded citizens, whose 
civil liberties are also vitally at stake. At 
the same time, the Weaver and South cases 
are sharp reminders that the fight for the 
passage of the anti-lynching and anti-poll 
tax bills should be taken up with renewed 
vigor during this session of, Congress. 


A Far East Plan 
Washington Would Like 


The war is spreading in the Pacific. It 
is spreading because there is a difference 
of opinion between the bankers of Tokio and 
Washington. Each group has nominated it- 
self as the “natural protector” of the rich 
colonial loot in the Dutch East Indies and 
China. 


Such is the growing erisis in the Far 
East. It is a erisis of sheer looting and grab- 
bing. Shall the Morgan-Rockefeller bankers, 
or shall the Tokio bankers grab the choicest 
morsels? In settling this issue, they will not 
hesitate to spill the people’s blood. 

Of course, the policy which Roosevelt 
pursues has made this “crisis” acute. Moti- 
vated by hatred of the Soviet Union, and 
by fear of an independent China, Washing- 
ton’s policy has been to sabotage China’s re- 
sistance, to spread anti-Soviet provocations, 
and to supply Japan with abundant war ma- 
terials. Roosevelt has been very careful to 
see that the United States would be the 
“arsenal of democracy” for Japan. 

In this “crisis,” the Japanese government 
makes use of the arguments which it feels 
will make the best impression on Roosevelt 
and his advisers. 

That is why in Tokio, igh Minister 
Matsuoka pleaded with London- 
Washington-Berlin not to forget that the 
war may bring “the bolshevization of Eu- 
rope, swiftly followed by the bolshevization 
of China. Such a result, as Mr. Matsuoka 
sees it, would be a for Britain as 
well as for Germany, Japan and America 
also.” (New York Times, Feb. 20.) 

Thus, while they aim their crushing 
blows at each other, the rival imperialists 
dream longingly of a joint attack on the 


Soviet Union as the “solution” of their 
rivalries. 


Mr. Nomura knows what a welcome these 


anti-Soviet ineitements find in Washington. 
The Japanese also are not slow in noticing 
the persistent anti-Soviet provocatiohs of the 
Churchill-Halifax policy. 


This vision of an anti-Seviet war, unit- 
ing all the imperialists who are stabbing at 
each other’s possessions, is the best antidote 
to the pretense that this is a people’s war 
“against fascism.”

solutely essential to National De-

“Of course, I have always advo- 
cated that National Defense comes 
first,” Hillman said. “When the 
War Department states that only 
one company can produce necessary 
materials, then I say we brush aside 
even this labor policy.” 


He declared that he was opp-sed 
to any policy of “blacklisting” labor 
law violators for any period or 
after they have allegedly agreed to 
comply with the law, 

During the course of the days 
hearing, Hillman attempted to apply 
the administration's pressure 
methods to force the Allis Chalmers 
otrikers in Milwaukee back to work. 


HINTS OF “DISCIPLINE” 


After consultation with OPM di- 
rector William S. Knudsen, he made 
public the terms of the agreement 
which he claimed was reached in 
Washington Saturday night between 
Allis Chalmers strike leaders, cor- 
poration executives and OPM off- 
cials. 


“Shop discipline is necessary for 
the orderly and efficient operation 
of the plant,” the agreement, said. 
“An essential purpose of this agree- 
ment igs to promote the maintenance 
of such shop discipline. 

“Any employee gulity of an act 
which interferes with such shop dis- 
cipline shal] be subject to disciplin- 
ary action by the company, which 
shall be applied to all employees.” 

Proteste by the unicn against any 
disciplinary actions by the company 
are to be taken to an “impartial 
referee.” 

The agreement further states that 
“the fact that the employee is not a 
member of the union, shall not in 
itself be deemed to constitute inter- 
ference with shop discipline.” 

Hillman declared at the commit 
tee hearing that he had assured 
employer representatives that the 


agreement was “neither 4 closed 
shop nor a devise for getting a 
cleced shop.” 

Knudsen told the committee yes- 
terday that the strike had not been 


ended because the strike leaders 
“changed their minds after they got 
on the plane” about the proposed 
settlement. 

In what appeared an obvious ef- 
fort to blackjack the striking work- 
ers, Hillman said as he made the 
strike so-called settlement public: 

“We will see now who will accept 
respomibility for not accepting it.” 

SAYS MURRAY AIDED 


Hillman also told the committee 
that he had called up CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray during the lunch 
recess in the hearings and asked 
him what was being done to end the 
Strike of members of the Steel 
Werkers Organizing Committee at 
the zinc plant of the 
Steel and Wire Company at Donora, 
Pa. 


Hillman, the Associated OPM Di- 
rector declared that Murray hid 
read him a telegram “directing” 
Strike leaders “to instruct your or- 
ganization to return to work.” 


A few minutes later Hillman an- 
nounced that he had been informed 
that the Donora strikers had fol- 
lowed Murray’s orders and had 
gone back to work. 


Hillman implied that Murray, as 
well as the leaders of the A. F. of 
L., had joined in making “commit- 
ments” to give the Defense Com- 
mission “sufficient notice” before 
strikes were called. 


After Hillman announced that 
the Donora strike was settled, Rep. 
Hatton Summers, reactionary chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, 
grinned and said: 

“That was quick work. This com- 
mittee is going to claim credit for 


the settlement so that it will help:
